START OF RECONSTRUCTION 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9 (AP). 
A LOAN agreement  be- 


tween 14 New York 
banks and the royal Neth- 
erlands 'Government was signed 
yesterday providing The Neth- 
erlands a credit line approxi- 
mating 100 million dollars. 

The credit is for about three 
years and carries an interest 
rate of 144 per. cent annually on 
all money advanced, The loan 
was secured by gold assets of 
the Dutch Government in the 
United States. 

The loan is the first private 
arrangement of its kind ex- 
tended to a liberated country to 
facilitate rehabilitation and 
postwar reconstruction.

Full Division of Combat Infantry 
Combed Out of Rear Units in Italy

ROME, Feb. 5 (Delayed) — Lt. 

Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, for- 
merly chief of staff to Gen. George 
C. Marshall, and now commander 
of all American forces in the 
Mediterranean theater, is leading 
the way in replacing battle cas- 
ualties and in obtaining reinforce- 
ments by combing out his own 
command. He already has found 
enough young, able-bodied men on 
the staff of rear echelons and in 
the air forces to form one entire 
infantry division. 

When Gen. McNarney assumed 
command of the American troops 
in the Mediterranean theater last 
October, Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark’s 
Fifth Army desperately needed re- 
inforcements. Had he had one 
additional division, he might have 
taken Bologna. 

Gen, McNarney arrived, looked 
about him, and ordered all men 
capable of front-line infantry duty 
to the front, 


He started at headquarters it- 


self. His yardstick was this: Any 


able-bodied officer or enlisted 


man under 35, who could be re- 
placed by a man capable of lim- 
ited service, involuntarily joined 
the infantry. Brig. Gen. Jaynes 
combed out his staff, the Allied 
Commission, the military police, 
cooks and bakers, the psycholog- 
ical warfare branch, base sections, 
generals, aides-de-camp and even 
the public relations office. From 
the latter office here he took nine 
out of 22 men and is now going to 
work on the air forces. 

When rear echelon troops are 
tapped for infantry duty, they 
have neither the toughness nor 
the training to go into the line 
immediately, so intensive training 
is undergone. There is a leader- 
ship and battle school for officers 
which features night crossings of 
the Volturno river under fire con- 
ditions that are similar to the real 


}Volturno crossings.

HOW ALLIES GOT 
TIP ON NAZI PLANS 
FOR FLOODING ROER 


Recalled Dams, Found Di- 
agram at Aachen.

(AP).— Lt. Ernest Kaufman of 
Philadelphia, who swam in the 
Roer River as a boy, first gave 
the Allied high command the tip 
that the Germans planned to un- 
leash flood waters on advancing 
American armies. 


Kaufman, who in 1939 was locked 
in a concentration camp in Ger- 
many and then was released 
through the aid of American 
friends, followed up his tip by un- 
covering detailed German plans 
for the Roer flooding. 


More than two months before 
the American armies reached the 
Roer, Kaufman recalled that just 
before he left Germany, residents 
near his birthplace near Dueren 
were puzzled by the sudden con- 
struction, on orders of Berlin, of 
the huge Schwammenauel Dam on 
the Roer, which already was con- 
trolled by the Urft Dam. He told 
his commanding officer, who sent 
him through Army channels to 
the commands of both the United 
States First and Ninth Armies. 


“As soon as Aachen was taken,” 
Kaufman said, “I went to the 
power company there with some 
men who ransacked the offices. 
We found a detailed plan on what 
would be the result of flooding the 
Roer Valley.”

$4,125,000 TO,RUN AIRLINE 


Authorization for the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad Co. to set aside 
$4,125,000 as its share for the initial 
operation of the Eagle Airlines, 
Inc., was obtained by Guy A. 
Thompson, trustee for the rail- 
road, today from United States 
District Judge George H. Moore. 

The airline company, organized 
in 1943 by the Missouri Pacific

WMC ORDER LIKELY TO CUT 
CITY HOSPITAL DOCTORS BY 4 


Out-Patient Department Likely to Be Dis- 
continued Since It Would Cause 
Least Hardship. 


Discontinuance of the out-pa- 
tient department at City Hospital 
is under consideration because of 
a War Manpower Commission rul- 
ing which will in effect cut four 
from the present staff of 19 resi- 
dent physicians on July 1, Direc- 
tor of Public Welfare Henry S. 
Caulfield announced yesterday. 

Under the new ruling, only nine 


resident physicians may be eligi- 
ble for but deferred from military 
service, Dr. F M. Grogan, hospi- 
tal commissioner, told Caulfield. 
At present there are 13 draft-de- 
ferred resident physicians. Efforts 
to find four replacements who are 
ineligible for military service have 
been unsuccessful, he said, so the 
new order has the same effect as 
a cut in the number of physicians 
permitted the hospital. 

The order was received last 
week from the Procurement and 
Assignment Division of the WMC, 
Caulfield said, and since that time 
the hospital] division has been at- 
tempting to determine what should 
be done. An appeal for reconsid- 
eration probably will be filed with 
the WMC, he said. If a new rul- 
ing is not made it appears that 


the best thing to do is to stop 
giving out-patient service, he 
added, 

Last year, Dr. Grogan said, 90,- 
028 out-patient treatments were 
given at City Hospital. For the 
most part they were to patients 
with chronic ailments who did not 
require hospitalization, but did 
need medical attention, he con- 
tinued, 

Most private hospitals furnish 
out-patient service on a semi- 
charitable basis, Dr. Grogan said, 
so dropping of that department by 
City Hospital would cause less 
hardship than discontinuance of 
other services. 


Caulfield said the WMC has 
placed City Hospital on the same 
basis as private institutions in al- 
lotting physicians, although it 
must be ready to handle any type 
of catastrophe at any time and in 
addition must be able to take care 
of routine emergency and sick 
cases. 

In 1940 there were 39 resident 
physicians and 72 interns at the 
hospital. In October, 1943, the 
WMC reduced the number to 19 
residents and 36 interns. At the 
same time, internship periods were 
cut from one year to nine months.

They Resign From Red Cross 
Motor Corps in Protest 
Against Her Dismissal. 


Two officers of the Volunteer 
Motor Corps of the St. Louis Chap- 
ter, American Red Cross, have re- 


signed over the summary dismissal 
last week of Mrs. John L. Brack- 
en, corps chairman, it became 
known today, They were Mrs. L. 
B. Tebbetts, 935 Laurel avenue, 
chairman of the corps’ city divi- 
sion, and Mrs. M. A. Clark, 6924 
Garner avenue, a_ second lieu- 
tenant. 

At a stormy meeting of the 
corps yesterday, other members 
vigorously protested Mrs. Brack- 
en’s dismissal. 

Dr. Borden S. Veeder, St. 
Louis Chapter chairman, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Mrs. 
Bracken had been dismissed in the 
“interest of the efficiency of the 
motor corps.” Her dismissal, he 
said, came about as an administra- 
tive necessity and does hot reflect 
on her. 

Before many of the 125 corps 
members, Dr. Veeder said reports 
had come to his attention that 
motor corps records at the Lin- 
dell boulevard pool had been miss- 
ing. He said he told the members 
records are not personal property 
but Red Cross property and must 
remain in the organization's hands. 
The women in charge of the rec- 
ords sprang to their feet to protest 
and expressed willingness to show 
him where the records were. 

It was understood that one rea- 
son for Mrs. Bracken’s dismissal 
was her refusal to send drivers at 
night with food to the Naval Air 
Station at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field. Many members of the corps 
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took the floor and recalled the ef- 
forts of the corps under pressure 
and in times of emergency. They 
demanded that Mrs. Bracken be 
recalled and reinstated. 

Another reason for Mrs. Brack- 
en’s dismissal, Dr. Veeder said, was 
that as an administrative officer 
responsible for effectuating poli- 
cies, she had refused to carry out 
assigned duties, 


Mrs. Bracken told a _ reporter 
she ought to have been consulted 
about the night run to the Naval 
Station. “I talked with the driv- 
ers,” she said, “and they disap- 
proved of this service.” She said 
she had notified her superiors of 
their position. 

On previous occasions, a motor 
corps member said, drivers had 
delivered food to the air station at 
night. There had, however, been 
several protests by corps members 
against making unnecessary night 
trips, she added. The trips are 
not made regularly. 


Mrs. Edward J. Walsh, chairman 
of Red Cross Volunteer Services, 
said the motor corps at all times 
is available to meet requests for 
its services and that the Navy had 
requested the specific trip in ques- 
tion. 

Mrs. Bracken, wife of the Clay- 
ton superintendent of schools, 
lives at 7456 Parkdale avenue, 
Clayton. Her successor probably 
will be chosen after the next meet- 
ing of the chapter executive 
board. 


REVISED BUILDING 
CODE PASSED bY 
ALDERMEN, 21-1 


Ordinance Permits Sec- 
‘ond, Third and Fourth 
Class Structures in 
Downtown Area, 


An ordinance revising the build- 
ing code of St, Louis, preparation 
of which covered a period of 
seven years, was passed by the 
Board of Aldermen today by a 
vote of 21 to 1, 

The effect of the new code will 
be to eliminate “penalizing down- 
town builders,” aldermen said. 

Aldermanic committees, working 
with engineers and builders, start- 
ed preparing the new code, de- 
signed to modernize the city’s 
building practices, during the ad- 
ministration of former Mayor Ber- 
nard F. Dickmann, The project 
was completed in June, 1943. 

When the ordinance was pre- 
sented for passage today, Alder- 
man J. Ray Weinbrenner, Repub- 
lican, Twenty-eighth Ward, sug- 
gested a two-week delay so that 
Aldermen would have a chance to 
study the measure. He added that 
he was not opposed to the bill, but 
thought a study of it would be 
beneficial. 

Alderman Walter Toberman, 
Democrat, Fourteenth Ward, urged 
immediate passage, stating .that 
the bill was too long to be di- 
gested by a mere reading. Point- 
ing out that he had served on the 
original steering committee pre- 
paring the ordinance, he said it 
was drawn up “by the best minds 
in the city” and should be accepted 
now and changed later, if neces- 
sary. 

Alderman Weinbrenner did not 
vote. The only negative vote was 
that of Joseph Saputo, Repub- 
lican, Sixth Ward. 

The new measure permits build- 
ings of the first, second, third and 
fourth class to be built in the 
downtown section, whereas the 
old code permitted only buildings 
of the first class in the area 
bounded by Washington avenue, 
Market street, Twelfth boulevard 
and the Mississippi River. First 
class buildings were described as 
those that are 100 per cent fire- 
proof; second class are fireproof 
but limited in height; third class 
buildings are slow combustion 
structures and fourth class are 
those of wooden joist construction, 

More economical construction 
will be permitted under the new 
code, Aldermen said. It provides 
for faster and safer building, reg- 
ulates the use of glass bricks, 
welded steel and air conditioning. 
It contains a provision prohibiting 
frame buildings in the city limits, 
except private garages, and re- 
quires that fire escapes on new 
buildings be inclosed in smoke- 
proof shafts.

Warning by Kinsey. 

O’Meara’s recent activity in ac- 
quiring contracts to purchase real 
estate in the airport site brought 
a warning from Milton M. Kinsey, 
president of the Board of Public 
Service, that “the city will not 
be held up by exorbitant demands 
of those who have acquired prop- 
erty subsequent to the time the 
city’s condemnation ordinance 
was introduced (Jan. 29).” 

Sales made at this late date “for 
the purpose of establishing arti- 
ficial prices,” Kinsey said, will not 
fool the courts. He promised that 
property owners will receive fairer 
prices and quicker payments by 
dealing directly with the city 
rather than with speculators. 

Meanwhile, Edward L. Kuhs, 
real estate dealer and former al- 
derman, whose home is near the 
site, disclosed to the Post-Dispatch 
that he has about six contracts to 
represent Columbia Bottoms farm- 
ers in the sale of their land. 
These are mere agent’s contracts, 
Kuhs said, and provide for the 
payment of a 5 per cent commis- 
sion when the land is sold. They 
establish no price, he said, and 
provide that the price must finally 
be approved by the farmers. 

These contracts were acquired 
recently when farmers, whom he 
had known for many years, came 
to him and asked him to repre- 
sent them in the sale of their 
lands, Kuhs said. He had previ- 
ously advised them against enter- 
ing into any option agreement 
with anyone, The contracts limit 
the sale of the property to the 
city or to persons representing the 
city or its airport commission. 

Two Silent as to Payment. 

Charles L. Beckman Sr., owner 
of 79 acres in the site, who gave 
O’Meara a contract to purchase 
the land for $25,000, refused today 
to tell whether he had received 
the purported $2500 down payment 
which was outlined in the con- 
tract. Carr L. Davis, owner of a 
50-acre tract, contracted to sell to 
O'Meara for $17,500, declined also 
to reveal whether he had received 
a purported $2500 down payment. 

Four others yesterday disclosed 
to the Post-Dispatch they had re- 
ceived no down payments, con- 
trary to statements in purchase 
contracts O’Meara filed with the 
Recorder of Deeds at Clayton. 
They were Melvin and Violet Neu- 
stadt, owners of 52 acres, who 
purportedly received a $1000 down 
payment on a contract calling for 
$12,000; William and Clara Saeger, 
owners of 116 acres, who purport- 
edly received $3200 on a contract 
calling for the purchase of the 
land at $38,000; George and Ella} 
Rosenkoetter, owners of 76 acres, 
who purportedly received $1000 on 
a contract calling for $25,000, and 
Emil Poggemoeller, owner of 75 
acres, who purportedly was paid 
$2500 on a contract calling for 
$25,000. 

Two other property owners who 
entered into sales contracts with 
O’Meara were: Anna Kuetemann, 
owner of 145 acres, who purported- 
ly received $4500 of a $45,000 con- 
tracted sales price, and Herman 
and Mary Saeger, owners of 50 
acres, who purportedly received a 
$2500 down payment on a $17,500, 
contracted sales price. 

120 Acr€s Bought by City. 

Condemnation of property in Co- 
lumbia Bottoms was chosen as a 
method to acquire the airport site 
after the city had little success in 
making direct purchases with the 
landowners. 

The city has acquired four par- 
cels, totaling 120 acres, for $28,000, 
or about $233 an acre. According 
to Kinsey, the city has options to 
buy several other tracts, but in the 
cases of most of the other land- 
owners had been unable to agree 
on prices. There are 4000 acres in 
the site.

Two incidents give a measure 
of the critical food situation: 

A Filipino carrying half a sack 
of rice along a street half a mile 
from the Santo Tomas internment 
camp was attacked by 30 starving 
boys. They slashed open the sack 
and forced the man to surrender 
half the rice. 

Ten men pursued a man push- 
ing a cart containing two sacks 
of rice. He fled onto a bridge 
just as a Japanese demolition 
charge exploded. Man, rice and 
cart were blown up. 

In the months just before the 
American entry, food prices 
soared to absurd heights. The 
price of a 110-pound sack of rice 
skyrocketed from eight to 20,000 
pesos; tobacco cost 11 pesos for 
a small handful and sugar soared 
to 25.000 pesos a sack. 

Mass Arrest of Filipinos. 

In the days preceding American 
entry, the brutality and lawless- 
ness of the Japanese increased. 

More than 700 Filipinos were 
taken in a mass arrest in the 

fanila suburbs because some 
were suspected of being American 
sympathizers, 

The Japanese herded them into 
a church and kept them there sev- 
eral days without food and water 
as Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
troops swept down the central 
Luzon plain. 

Finally, in desperation, a hood- 
ed informer was forced to mount 
the church pulpit and point out 
persons he believed were guer- 
rillas. Five hundred so designat- 
ed from the large mass were 
taken away. They have not been 
feen since.

DESTROYED 1479 JAP 
WARPLANES IN JANUARY 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9 (AP). 
J APAN lost 1479 warplanes 


and probably 129 more in 

January, a tabulation of of- 
ficial reports disclosed today. 

American Army ahd Navy 
air forces, not including B-29s, 
based in the Pacific accounted 
for 1048 planes destroyed and 
29 probables. Superfortresses 
based in India, China and the 
Marianas destroyed 97 and prob- 
ably 52 more; the United States 
Fourteenth Army Air Force, 
based in China, destroyed 334 
and chalked up 48 probables. 

The total of 1479 does not ap- 
proximate that of last October 
when Japan lost 1920 aircraft 
in the Pacific alone, largely 
due to American carrier op- 
erations and the Battle for 
Leyte Gulf. 

The total of Allied plane 
losses in the Pacific war in 
January is not available. Op- 
erations by aircraft based on 
carrierg and on islands in the 
Pacific, not including B-29s, re- 
sulted in the announced loss of 
123 planes. In addition, 10 
Superfortresses were reported 
lost.

SENATE ASKED 10 AUTHORIZE 
U.S. PART IN WORLD AIR GROUP 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP).— 
The State Department said today 
it would ask the Senate to au- 
thorize United States participation 
in a permanent international avia- 
tion organization. 

At the same time the depart- 
ment said this country accepted 
as executive pacts three other 
agreements reached at the recent 
Chicago aviation conference. These 
call for establishment of an in 
terim group to handle civil avia- 
tion matters while the permanent 
body is being set up and for free- 
doms of the air, including right 
of transit and nontraffic stops. 

In asking American diplomatic 
representatives to notify foreign 
governments of its action, the de- 
partment pointed to restrictions 
placed on the executive agreements 
making certain points subject to 
Senate ratification of the treaty. 
These points deal with the possi- 
bility of disagreement on interpre- 
tation of the air freedoms clauses.

A fresh attempt to organize on 
a mass basis approximately 5000 


‘employes of the city, state and 
icounty in the St. Louis area has 
been initiated by the CIO with 
the assignment here of Alfred 
Katz, an international representa- 
tive of the CIO State, County and 
Municipa]) Workers of America. 

This will be the second time 
CIO has undertaken a mass or- 
ganization drive among St. Louis 
civil service employes. In 1942 it 
sought to enroll 3500 city employes 
and succeeded in recruiting only 
400 in the garbage collection and 
custodial departments. 

The new drive, Katz told the 
Post-Dispatch, would endeavor to 
reach all employes on city, county 
and state payrolls in the area, 
including school and hospital per- 
sonnel. They will be organized 
into Local 519 of the national 
union. 

The union’s objectives include 
a minimum salary of $1200 an- 
nually for all city employes—_| 
present minimum is $1020 an-' 
nually—and adequate pension sys-| 
tem, regular promotions based on. 
a merit system and a cost of 
living increase, 

Arguments advanced by union 
representatives assert that wages 
and working conditions in areas 
that have been organized are ma- 
terially superior to others. In St. 
Ifuis, they maintain, rates for 
ash, rubbish and garbage collect- 
ors and street sweepers are lower | 
than in 14 other major cities and) 
highef only than in Kansas City, 
which is not organized.

DRESS TO FHE 
PEOPLE 


of the 1943-1944 Constitutional Convention of Missouri 


The Address to the People is no part of the Constitution, but is a brief summary adopted by the Convention for the convenience 
of the people of the State. It contains only the principal changes and a reading of the entire proposed Constitution 
ie recommended to the people.* This is the second of four installments that will appear each week during February. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT 


The executive department has been extensively reorganized. This is the most significant change in the article, 
The governor is given the power to assign each of some existing seventy boards and bureaus to that division of the 
executive department to which its work is germane. This will simplify administration, and eliminate duplication 
of effort, thus facilitating the work of the department and reducing the cost of administration. 


A merit system will be required in the state hospitals and penal institutions. 


The regulations and rules of all boards, bureaus, and administrative agencies must be filed with the secretary of 
state ten days before they become effective. 


Revenue. Provision is made for a department of revenue which will include a division of collection and a division 
of budget and control. All state taxes, licenses and fees will be collected by the division of collection, except 
those collected by local officials. At present state taxes, licenses and fees are collected by ten state agencies. 
A saving of about one million dollars a year is expected to result from the concentration of the tax collecting 
function in a single department. The duplication of work inherent in the present system will be eliminated. The 
new method will make possible a complete report on state revenue by a single agency. 


No essential change has been made in the budget system, but the duties of comptroller have been added to those of 
the budget director. Under the direction of the governor, the comptroller will supervise all expenditures and 
examine all claims and accounts before certifying them to the state audito? for payment. By this means, payments 
by the state must first be approved by two departments instead of one. 


The fiscal year for all departments of the state has been changed to begin on July 1 and extend to and include 
June 30 of the next calendar year. This change will make it unnecessary for the general assembly, as at present, 
to enact appropriation laws, first for a six months period, and then for the remainder of the biennium. It also 
harmonizes the state fiscal year with those of the public schools and the federal government. The cost of 


accounting and reporting will thus be materially reduced. 


Highways. We have provided that all state revenue derived from highway users must be devoted to the 
construction and maintenance of an adequate system of connected state highways, and to the payment of 


We have also provided for the allotment of highway funds for the construction and acquisition of supplementary 
highways among the counties in the following manner: One-fourth on the basis of area, one-fourth on the basis 
of population and two-fourths to be allocated in the discretion of the commission. The area and population of 
cities having more than 150,000 inhabitants is not considered in determining the allotment. The new : 
allotting funds will result in earlier completion of farm to market roads. Supplementary highways

Agriculture. The department of agriculture has been given constitutional recognition. We have added a new 


Public Health and Welfare. Public health and welfare are now of primary importance. The new Constitution 
provides that the general assembly shall establish a department which will have supervision over the various 
state agencies dealing with these vital subjects, and unify the work of the state government in these fields. 


A new section classifies the industrial schools for girls and the training school for boys as educational rather than 
penal institutions. A bipartisan board, with instructors and other employees appointed under the merit system,

police agencies, 

The paper's Washington bu- 
reau, in an article by Walter Tro- 
han, said the “highly confidential 
secret” memorandum was 
given Roosevelt by Brig. Gen.

The Tribune said it had “se- 


cured exclusively” a copy of the| 


memorandum, and added: 

“The Tribune also obtained a 
copy of an equally secret sug- 
gested draft of an order setting 
up the general intelligence serv- 
ice, which would supersede all 
existing Federal police and intelli- 
gence units, including Military 
Intelligence, Naval Intelligence, 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, the Secret Service, the In- 
ternal Revenue Agents and the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission which monitors all radio 
airways. The order gives tha unit 
a wholesale grant of power.”

He suggested that breaking up

they are assigned.” 


“Both the Rhine Valley and the 
Valley of the Danube would seem 
to be fitting theaters for develop- 
ments of an international TVA,” 
he added. “Such developments 
are not inconsistent with the gen- 
eral aims and methods of the plan 
formulated at Dumbarton Oaks,” 


German Labor. 


Although considering it extreme- 
ly unlikely that the United States 
or Britain would ask for forced 
German labor, he said Britain 
reserve her claim in this 
matter.” 


“None will deny the right of 
Russia, France, Belgium, Holland 
and other Allied countries that 
have known the horrors of Ger- 
man invasion and occupation to 
such service as German workers 
can give in rebuilding ruined cit- 
ies and all the apparatus of civ- 
ilized life which the German 
armed forces set themselves de- 
liberately to destroy,” he said. 


He argued for complete Allied 
control over the entire German 
economy for years, or even gen- 
erations if necessary, to secure 
full reparations and the restitu- 
tion of all stolen property.

ed a “wholesale massacre” in 
Athens by E. L. A. 8. forces. The 
report also declared the FE. A. M.-

British soldiers who participated 
in operations in Greece were 
quoted as saying the E. L. A. 8. 
forces were “the lousiest, dirtiest, 
scruffiest lot of fighters our men 
ever came across and compared 
with whom the Germans were 
gentlemen.” 

Asserting the stories were told 
“by ordinary British Tommies -—- 
not officers or generals,” the re- 
port added that “we were in- 
formed by the regent that, so far 
as they could estimate, the num- 
ber of persons murdered was at 
least 10,000.” 


It also questioned the amount 
of fighting the E. L. A. S. had 
done against the Germans during 
the Nazi occupation, asserting the 
organization “undoubtedly was 
much more concerned with re- 
turning to Athens to seize power 
than with fighting Germans.” 


British soldiers were said to 
have been resentful at what they 
considered “the inadequate and 
unfair manner” the Greek situa- 
tion was presented to the British 
public. The report said that when 
the full history of “this struggle 
has been written the people of 
our country will be proud of the 
courage, cheerfulness, restraint 
and steadfast behavior of our 
forces in Greece under circum- 
stances of the greatest difficulty.” 


There has been “almost com- 
plete dislocation of the industrial 
and commercial life of the coun- 
try,” the report said in describ- 
ing present conditions in Greece, 
adding “every second man seems 
to be secretly of a political party.”

A Campaign of Fakery 


The opponents of the new Missouri Constitu- 
tion, in their frantic effort to prevent adoption 
of this progressive document at the special elec- 
tion of Feb. 27, are engaged in a campaign of 
misrepresentation, distortion and fear psychology 
that is an insult to the voters’ intelligence. 

Strong opposition was to have been expected, 
for the new Constitution ends some long-stand- 
ing special privileges in this State and hacks out 
much deadwood from its Government. Open, 
honest debate of the issues would have been 
welcome, and thoroughly democratic. 

Instead, this drive uses inflammatory hand- 
bills and pamphlets that play on prejudices, try 
to frighten the voters and actually misstate the 
provisions of the new Constitution. These are 
underhanded tactics that should rouse resent- 
ment among citizens who have informed them- 
selves on what the revised charter actually says. 

A typical instance of the opponents’ alarmist 
efforts is the circular with which they are now 
flooding St. Louis County, raising the old annex- 
ationist bugaboo. Under the new Constitution, 
it charges, the City of St. Louis will “gobble up 
the county.” This will be done, according to 
the dodger, “by destroying equal representation 
on the Board of Freeholders and allowing an 
extra member to be appointed by the Governor.” 

In truth, the procedure made possible under 
the new Constitution is thoroughly democratic 
and workable. County-city co-operation has been 
discussed for years, and the advantages to both 
sides are obvious. Whether it will be done by 
joining to perform certain services or by con- 
solidation is something the voters should decide, 
and they retain this right under the new Con- 
stitution. 

The Board of Freeholders to deal with this 
problem has previously consisted of 18 members, 
nine from the county and nine from the city. 
Obviously, this setup makes a deadlock, and 
hence no action, certain at practically all times. 
The new Constitution empowers the Governor 
to appoint one more member, and specifies that 
he shall be a resident of neither the city nor the 
county. 

The final safeguard against the county being 
“gobbled up” lies in the vote of the people. The 
Constitution provides that a merger shall be 
submitted to a vote in the city and county, and 
must be approved by BOTH in order to carry. 
Nobody is going to force the county into any- 
thing. It retains full freedom of action, regard- 
less of what opponents of the Constitution say. 

It is the same with their other claims. The last- 
ditchers profess to discover higher taxes in sec- 
tions that will actually reduce taxes. They say 
the new code serves the “big and vested inter- 
ests,” although labor groups have studied the 
new Constitution and virtually all urge its adop- 
tion. Speaking of “vested interests,” one of the 
most powerful of them—the small-loan lobby— 
is fighting the new charter by its customary 
under-cover methods. 

The opponents cry: “Stand by the old Constitu- 
tion and hold the tax-eaters at bay,” although 
savings of a million a year are provided in rev- 
enue collection alone, and although the State’s 
leading tax-eaters are trying by might and main 
to defeat the new charter. 

In the presence of such a campaign as this, 
the responsibility of progressive citizens is clear: 
To turn out in a body on Feb, 27 and swamp 
these twisted arguments under an avalanche of 
votes for the new Constitution. 
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Tough Bird From Tennessee 

Aubrey Williams seems to have come rela- 
tively unscathed through the fiery furnace of 
Senator Kenneth D. McKellar’s hate. The peev- 
ish, intolerant Tennessean overreached himself 
yesterday, in his testimony before the Senate 
Agriculture Committee opposing Williams’ con- 
firmation as head of REA. 

This is by no means McKellar’s first campaign 
of hate against a nominee—or a program. Al- 
though he supported the Norris TVA bill in 
1933, from the start McKellar found things to 
dislike about Arthur E. Morgan, David E. Lilien- 
thal and the section of the act which took TVA 
jobs out of politics. In 1940, he turned heaven 
and earth to hold up the construction of a TVA 
dam which was a key item in the national de- 
fense program. 

As acting chairman of Senate Appropriations, 
he is one of the most powerful men on Capitol 
Hill, and no man can use power more ruthlessly, 
His power in the Federal departments and agen- 
cies is hard to overstress. Whatever he goes 
after, he goes after with brass knucks, and woe 
betide the man or agency who has incurred his 
ill will. 

McKellar went to Congress in 1911 as Boss 
Crump’s choice to fill a vacancy in the House. He 
went to the Senate in 1917, and has been there 
ever since. A man of industry and persistence, 
he never neglects the small favors which cause 
constituents to think well of a representative. 
He never lets a letter go unanswered, or omits 
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attending to the constituent’s request. He early 
found the value of jobs for deserving constitu- 
ents, and is the most persistent seeker of patron- 
age in the Senate. Often he has the advantage 
of the support of a State machine, and always 
of the Crump Memphis machine. These are 
among the factors that have given him: power 
in Washington. 

McKellar, rather than Williams, exposed his 
unfitness for Government position in the Senate 
hearings.

This action was taken in line with the 
growing sentiment that advertising mes- 
sages should not be imposed upon the listen- 
er in the midst of news of such momentous 
happenings as are occurring daily, many of 
which remind listeners of some personal 
tragedy. 

However, “A Suggestion to Radio” urged net- 
works rather than stations to take the lead in 
eliminating (1) middle commercials and (2) ob- 
jectionable sponsorship in newscasts. In the 
business of reporting news, the networks do an 
excellent job. Their news staffs are able; their 
news broadcasts command a deserved audience 
of millions. 

Yet, while the voices of network reporters 
bring home the tragic and heroic impact of war, 
other voices may interrupt with advice about 
body odors. Commercialism intrudes upon the 
hopes and fears of radio listeners. 

Just because of their power and influence, 
networks largely dictate the standards of Ameri- 
can radio. But they are evading responsibility 
for good taste. The national networks are 
letting local broadcasters assume leadership in 
exterminating the plug-uglies. 

This can be costly business. 
defaulted leadership eventually becomes 
credited leadership.

The Only Safe Way to Plan 


We hope the American people will heed As- 
sistant Secretary of State Dean Acheson's st&te- 
ment to the House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, that the only intelligent way to plan the 
supply of the rest of the war is on the assump- 
tion that hostilities will continue in both major 
theaters. As he says, roseate expectations of 
early victory “can only lead us to error.” 

Two kinds of mistakes can be made in pro- 
curement policy. We can, for example, order 
too many tanks, or guns, or shells, so that we 
will end the war with useless surpluses of de- 
struction goods. Then again, we can have too 
few tanks, or guns, or shells to defend some fu- 
ture Belgian Bulge, or to throw the final essen- 
tial weight in the victory offensive. This sort 
of error would be penny-wise and life-foolish. It 
is the sort the United States cannot afford to 
make. 

Our Government would be guilty of almost 
criminal chance-taking if it should try to skate 
through the fighting ahead in Europe and in 
the Far East on any such theory. And what 
goes for our own soldiers and sailors goes just 
as much for the military forces of the Russians, 
the British, the French and others. We must 
lend-lease war goods to our allies just as we 
provide them for our own men. 

As President Roosevelt made it plain to the 
Congress in his annual message, lend-lease is 
not a loan, but a common contribution to the 
winning of the war. We must not stint it, for 
such goods and labor reduce the cost in Ameri- 
can and Allied lives.

A Letter to the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


In an editorial Saturday, entitled “Let 
Congress Define It,” you quote, with hearty 
approval, the following statement by Sen- 
ator Wayne L. Morse, former dean of law 
at the University of Oregon, and public 
member of the War Labor Board: 


In time of war, the constitutional 
powers of the President are broad 
enough to prevent any employer or union 
from exercising their property or their 
powers in a manner which interferes 
with the war effort. 


Has Express Powers Only 


You also say that “the Department of 
Justice contends that the power of the 
President as Commander in Chief is a res- 
ervoir of undefined power in war, ag Lin- 
coln showed when he employed it to free 
the slaves.” I have often said that law 
deans, law professors and some editors 
have done much to destroy constitutional 
government by their so-called liberal inter- 
pretation of the Constitution. 

It is hard for me to believe that any 
intellectually honest and sound student of 
the Constitution could be found who would 
assert that the President had one single 
jota of power to make laws governing the 
conduct of the citizens, whether in war or 
peace, other than his expressly granted con- 
stitutional authority to recommend the 
enactment of laws to Congress, to approve 
or veto its legislative acts, and to propose 
treaties to the Senate. 

His power to approve and veto such acts 
is shadowy, for those he refuses to approve 
become laws without his signature, and his 
vetoes may be and often are overridden 
by Congress. Its legislative power is not 
only supreme, but is exclusive. 


What the Constitution Says 


In one section alone of the Constitution 
there is a complete refutation of the cor- 
rectness of the above-quoted statements in 
your editorial. Section 1 of Article I de- 
clares that “All legislative powers herein 
granted shall be vested in the Congress of 
the United States, which shall consist of 
the Senate and House of Representatives.” 
Naturally, if all legislative power is vested 
in the Congress, none is left for the Pres- 
ident to exercise. The language contains 
a necessarily implied prohibition against 
his exercise of legislative power except as 
stated above. 


Although the President {is made their 
Commander in Chief, yet he is destitute of 
power to even make rules or laws for the 
government of the Army and Navy. Sec- 
tion 8 of Article I of the Constitution 
declares that ‘‘the Congress” and not the 
President “shall have power... to make 
rules for the government and regulation of 
the land and naval forces...” Then we 
have the third section of the Bill of Rights, 
which contains a drastic limitation not only 
upon the war powers of the President but 
of the Congress as well, for it declares that 
“No soldier shall, in time of peace, be 
quartered in any house without the consent 
of the owner, nor in time of war but in a 
manner to be prescribed by law,” meaning 
prescribed by Congress. 


Enforcer, Not Maker, of Laws 


The President is the enforcer and not 
the maker of laws. Section 1 of Article II 
of the Constitution states that “The ex- 
ecutive power shall be vested in a President 
of the United States of America,” and Sec- 
tion 3 emphasizes the universally under- 
stood meaning of “executive power,” by 
declaring that “he shall take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed.” 


If the President has both legislative and 
executive power, in time of peace or war, 
to compel employes to join a labor union, 
against their wills, or be fired, then he has 
power to abolish the union, and that sugges- 
tion, all will agree, is an absurdity. 


The President has publicly declared that 
for. him or Congress to compel a man to 
join a labor union, against his will, “would 
be too much like Hitler methods.” That 
such action would violate the constitutional 
liberties of the citizens ig too plain for 
argument. 

As to Lincoln’s Emancipation Proclama- 
tion, slavery was abolished by the Thir- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution, and 
not by his proclamation. 


As the Constitution, by Section 9 of 
Article I and Section 2 of Article IV, clearly 
recognized the fact that Negro slaves, in 
this country, were a lawful subject of prop- 
erty within the meaning of the Fifth 
Amendment, it is hardly debatable that the 


proclamation violated that amendment, and 
was so understood by Lincoln himself. He 
issued the proclamation as a war measure.

As our readers know, we don’t hold with 
the “good German” theory—the belief that 
an overwhelming majority of the Germans 
are a peace-loving people held captive by a 
few Nazis. 

But there are some anti-Nazi Germans, 
and we should protect them when we can. 

We haven't been doing it, at least until 
recently, in German prisoner-of-war camps 
in this country, where it should be easiest. 

Six murders and two forced suicides have 
occurred in the camps, according to a War 
Department survey. In all but one of these 
eight cases the victims were anti-Nazis 
accused of “treason.” They were charged 
with writing anti-Nazi views or giving in- 
formation to American authorities, 


Immediate courts-martial have ended the 
Gestapo terrorism in the camps here—at 
least temporarily, 

We should, of course, observe the terms 
of the Geneva Convention on treatment of 
prisoners, for protection of our own prison- 
ers in Germany if for no other reason. 

But we must do all we can to educate 
Germans while they are here. Some day 
they will be going back to Germany,

readers will probably be startled by the 
author’s repeated assertion that the Japa- 
nese attack on Pearl Harbor was provoked 
by the attitude of the United States as to 

China. 

Japan’s position must be viewed in rela- 
tion to the century during which the unique 
institution of extraterritoriality existed. 
From 1842, when the first Chinese ports 
were opened by treaty at the end of the 
so-called Opium War, until 1942, when 
Britain and the United States formally re- 
nounced their privileges, foreigners lived 
in China under the protection of their own 
laws, quite independent of Chinese civil 
control. 

© * ° 

Extraterritoriality in Japan endured for 
a much shorter time, dating from the 
famous expedition of Commodore Perry 
in 1854 to 1899. By that time, Japan had 
started on a program of aggression, after 
defeating China in the war of 1894-95. 

Japan’s predatory designs toward her 
neighbor were encouraged under a treaty 
system, developed by the Western powers, 
which extended to all parties the privileges 
enjoyed by the “most-favored nation.” 
Idealistic American Secretaries of State, 
who insisted on the “Open Door” policy 
toward China on a basis of equality for all 
nations, probably did not foresee that the 
wily Nipponese would not only avail them- 
selves of these privileges to the utmost, but 
would also use their strategic advantages 
to prepare for military penetration. 

As their ambitions grew, the Japanese 
began to assert special claims to overlord- 
ship in the Far East. Denial of these 
claims, sometimes equivocal, but neverthe- 
less firm, made the Pearl Harbor attack 
inevitable, the author says.

Hallett Abend was correspondent for 
the New York Times in China and Japan 
from 1926 to 1941. His previous writings 
reflect growing concern during these years 
with the mounting danger in the Pacific, 
but even he seems to have been over-op- 
timistic with regard to American strength 
against a cunning foe.

LONDON. 


HE recent severe cold has worked great hardship here in England. 
On the continent, it has caused intense suffering. Coalless 
Europe is shivering through one of the coldest winters on record.

NEW VERSION OF BIBLE 
SENT TO PUBLISHERS 


Edition Has Approval of 44 
Churches—New Testament 
Available by Christmas. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 9 (AP).—The 
first authorized Protestant re- 
vision of the Bible is completed 
and in publishers’ hands, with the 
probability that the New: Testa- 
ment will be ready by Christmas. 

Report of completion of the re- 
vision, to be published under spon- 
sorship of 44 Protestant denomina- 
tions, was made yesterday by 
Dean Luther A. Weigle of Yale 
Divinity School, at a meeting of 
executive and education groups of 
the International Council of Re- 
ligious Education, 

He said the revision “used 
straightforward English based on 
the King James and American 
Standard editions,” and that pro- 
nunciation aids would be used 
only for more unusual words. 

He explained the American 
Standard revision of 1901 was the 
same as the 1881 edition. The lat- 
ter 
were used, that they be of the 
Elizabethan period of the King 
James version. This resulted in 
the Ainerican edition being more 
Elizabethan than the English ver- 
sion, he said. 

The new revision was first pro- 
jected in 1930, held up by the de- 
pression, and resumed in 1937 by 
leading scholars named by the 
churches,

Following the Ameri- 
can tradition, the most outstand- 
ing purely American paintings are 
romantic in style. 

Six of the canvases are by local 
artists, whose work was selected 
by the jury from the Missouri ex- 
hibition held at the Museum last 
fall. Fred Conway's “Union Sta- 
tion” is a lively, colorful example 
of the experimentalist. Conway, 
who lives in Webster Groves, is an 
instructor at the School of Fine 
Arts, Washington University. 

Many of the paintings are for 
sale, with prices ranging from $150 
to “several thousand.” Last year 
the Museum acquired five paint- 
ings from the American paintings 
exhibit, at an unrevealed price. 
Museum officials have not dis- 
closed any purchase plans for this 
year’s exhibition. 

One of the best-known American 
artists represented in the exhibi- 
‘tion this year is Fletcher Martin, 
‘the Kansas City artist who now 
lives in Los Angeles. His “Lul- 
|laby,” a boxing ring scene of ten- 
der realism, will undoubtedly be a 
| popular selection. His art has been 
compared to the writing of Ernest 
Hemingway. 

Other artists whose _ technical 
skill and artistic style may ap- 
peal to the public include such 
men as Rudolph Jacobi, a Ger- 
man refugee, whose “The Gulls” 
has a magical quality about it, 
and Peter Hurd’s “Main Street,” 
a tempera of a scene familiar to 
all who have lived in a small town. 

For those interested in sur- 
realist abstraction, the exhibit has 
|many fine, and sometimes curious, 
|examples. “A Mr. Radcliffe 
| Called Today,” by Dorothea Tan-

Air Cleared for Big 
Meeting by Flat Rejec- 
tion of Anti - Russian 


Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP). 
Flat rejection by Prime Minister 
Churchill of any idea of a com- 
bine against Russia helped clear 
the air for current Big Three 
meeting. 

The point came up specifically 
in a proposel from Spanish Dicta- 
tor Francisco Franco for a west- 
ern European alliance against the 
Soviet Union. 

Churchill turned him down 
bluntly, it was learned here, and 
went far beyond the immediate is- 
sue by making it entirely clear, in 
the view of authorities here, that 
British policy calls for co-opera- 
tion with Russia and the United 
States toward a future peace, The 
Prime Mizister nailed the point 
down by sending copies of the 
correspondence to President 
Roosevelt and Marshal Stalin. 

The gesture by Franco, one- 
time friend and virtual ally of 
Hitler, included an offer of his 
services as mediator between the 
Allies and their enemies — in a 
word, Franco was willing to help 
negotiate a peace if Churchill 
was interested. Churchill] turned 
that proposal down just as bluntly. 

The effort by Franco to salvage 
something of his political future 
from the wreckage of Nazi Europe 
was made last November. 

The sharp reply from Churchill, 
who spoke “kindly words” about 
Spain in a speech earlier in 1944, 
left no doubt that the British gov- 
ernment looks with little warmth 
upon the present government at 
Madrid. 

The British view is shared in 
Washington, where great empha- 
sis is laid on the need for giving 
every evidence of Allied co-opera- 
tion, as a means of furthering 
plans for future peace as well as 
making certain of final victory in 
this war. 

Franco wrote Churchill, saying 
he assumed as a matter of course 
that the political interests of 
Spain and Britain were intertwined 
He suggested a Spanish-British 
“undertaking” to, in his view, pro- 
tect western Europe against So- 
viet Russia. 

The Prime Minister’s reply was 
to the point, rejecting any idea 
of a pact designed to keep Russia 
out of Europe and making it en- 
tirely clear, according to authori- 
ties here, that he was not interest- 
ed in the Franco solicitude for the 
political future of Britain.

HAVE NOT,” at the FOX this week. 

Based on the book by Ernest Hemingway (about the same 
way that Los Angeles is based on Key West), 
the film, rewritten by William Faulkner, stars 
Humphrey Bogart and Lauren Bacall in what 
the press agents gave out in advance was a 
“roaring love story of two independent souls, 
living on the brink of danger, loving every mo- 
ment of the way.” 

The above’s about true, too. Let’s call the 
film a collaboration of Hemingway (who sup- 
plied the names of some members of the cast 

and Florida as a jumping-off place for the action); Faulkner, 

who put in the short ugly words (like “Okay”), the press agents 

(minions of the box office) who threw in Hoagy Carmichael, 

who threw in a couple of beautiful tunes, including “How 

Little We Know”; and Director Howard Hawks, who intro- 

duces his new star in it, the aforesaid Miss Bacall. 

All thrown together, what does “To Have and Have Not” 
spell? It spelis, believe it or not, a popular success that will 
excite the imagination of the more discriminating movie-goers 
as well. The film’s lazy (but moves at.the same time), at- 
mospheric, and good to look at. The views include the, deep 
sea rolling, Miss Bacall swaying, Mr. Carmichael] howling, Mr. 
Bogart twitching, the Vichyite Frenchmen shooting, and the 
Free French shooting back. As an example of the extra de- 
lights furnished, there’s the lovely Miss Dolores Moran, a-faint 
in Humphrey's arms. Bacall, in the doorway (she's always in 
the doorway), drawls out, “What are you trying to do, weigh 
her?” 

Bogart plays the part he always plays, that of a tough 
guy who just wants to be left alone to mind his own business, 
but will draw a bead (or a beady black eye) on the first kreep 
who tries to stop him. 


The Male and Female Bogart 

Well, children, there he was, in Martinique, the French 
West Indian possession, just minding his own business, which 
this time consisted of trying to get a few hundred bucks owed 
him by a man named Johnson. And then these things happen. 
One, he is looking at this doorway, and there’s Bacall in it, 
asking him if he’s got a match. Two, Johnson won't pay off 
and gets all deceased-up at the hands of the gun-toting Gestapo 
before Bogart can make him pay. Three, Bacall, a tramp who’s 
got her eye on him, and vice versa, can't pay her way back to 
God's Country (Florida, according to Warner Brothers). Four, 
Bogart’s broke too. 

So he tells little Marcel Dalio, underground leader who runs 
this dive Bogart and Bacall are staying at, “Yes, Frenchy, I'll 
run those French patriots into Martinique for you.” And he 
does, right past the noses of the Vichy patrol boats. 

P. S. 1 believe it was in “The Maltese Falcon,” a past 
Bogart great vehicle, that Bogart discovered how good he is at 
saying with bitter admiration, to a woman he thinks has been 
tricky, “You're good, you’re very good,” meaning, of course, 
the opposite. Well, he does it again in this picture. “You're 
good, you’re very good,” he says to Bacall. But she’s got some 
good lines too. “You put your lips together and blow,” she 
says, in explaining the whistling sound that'll bring her on 
the run. It is therefore an even steven. Still another title for 
this excellent film might be “The Meeting of the Male and the 
Female Bogart, a Tough Fairy Tale.”

A Whodunit That's Actually Scary 

Now, happily, comes along one of those pictures which, 
treated and looking like a Class B effort, turns out well enough 
to fit in the Class A (or better) category. The film is “GRISS- 
LY’S MILLIONS,” at the ST. LOUIS. 

Well plotted, with solid characterizations for 
the most part, and painstakingly detailed and

(; her boys ate salads with the 

greatest of enthusiasm, and 
that they even ate the dressing to 
the last drop. A generation or 80 
ago the chief salads were coleslaw, 
either hot or cold, and sliced cu- 
cumbers, onions and tomatoes 
marinated in dressing. Sour cream 
dressing was one of the great fa- 
vorites. Those old cooks whisked 
them up in less than a jiffy. Some 
used egg, and some didn’t. Thick 
sour cream that is satin smooth 
and made tart enough with vin- 
egar and mellowed and tinted with 
egg yolk, salt and pepper, is one 
of the rarest of sour cream trans- 
formations. The following recipe 
is traditionally correct and you'll 
be commended when you serve 
this dressing with the tenderest of 
new cabbage or the crispest of cu- 
cumbers. 
Cabbage Salad with Sour Cream 

Dressing. 

One teaspoon sugar, one-half 
teaspoon dry mustard, three- 
fourths teaspoon salt, dash pepper, 
one egg yolk, slightly beaten; two 
teaspoons vinegar; four or five 
drops Worcestershire sauce, one 
8-ounce jar sour cream, one-fourth 
teaspoon caraway seed, two cups 
shredded cabbage, one-fourth cups 
shredded carrot, one teaspoon 
minced onion, one-third cup diced 
celery. 

Combine dry ingredients and 
mix with the egg. Add vinegar, 
Worcestershire sauce, sour cream 
and caraway seed, Mix thoroughly. 
Pour over the crisp, prepared veg- 
etables, and toss lightly. Four 
servings. 

Breakfast: Stewed prunes; ready- 
to-eat cereal; coffee cake. 

Luncheon: Creamed dried beef 
and egg on whole wheat biscuits; 
buttered peas; sliced oranges with 
powdered sugar; ginger crisps 
(leftover).

Brown patties in two tablespoons 
shortening. Then add one-fourth 
cup boiling water, reduce heat, 
cover and simmer for one-half 
hour.

Add one and 
one-half cups milk and cook until 
smooth and thickened, stirring oc- 
casionaily.

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Magic of Baseball Learned Anew 
Many Experiences With Soldiers Abroad Prove Popularity of Game

HEN we started our USO 
W Camp Shows tour, a journey 

that took us back and forth 
over the Atlantic Ocean and 
through parts of France, Belgium, 
Eolland, Luxembourg and even 
into Germany, just to talk about 
baseball with soldiers, I wondered 
if the results would justify the 
expedition, Flying five men from 
New York to Paris and back, 
trucking them in Army vehicles 
over war-torn roads with precious 
gasoline — well, we all wondered 
and hoped. 

There was no need to wonder, 
however. After 30 years in the 
press box, after Brooklyn and Cin- 
cinnati, Detroit’s Briggs Stadium 
and St. Louis’ Sportsman’s Park, 
I should have known about the 
magic of baseball, It really is a 
magic thing. 

There was the hospital out of 
Namur, for instance, and the boy 
in the corner bunk. There were 
no facilities in hospitals, usually, 
for showing moving pictures s0 
we'd merely pass through the hos- 
pital wards, chatting with the 
wounded soldiers. In one ward I 
noticed the boy in the corner 
bunk. His head was swathed in 
bandages so that only his swollen 
lips showed. I went to his bed- 
side, took one of his hands in 
mine and explained what was go- 
ing on. Big league baseball play- 
ers and I mentioned their names. 

“Mel Ott,” said the swollen lips 
and then repeated, “Mel Ott!” 
Would he like to meet Mel? He 
sure would, I beckoned to Mel 
and when he saw the swathed 
head he quickly joined me and 
took the soldier’s other hand. We 
chatted as best we could and the 
soldier kept saying, “Mel Ott! 
Who'd ever thought I’d meet 
him!” 

It was tough to tear away from 
those tight-gripping hands of that 
boy in the corner bunk and as 
we finally moved on Ott whis- 
pered, “I wish I could get used 
to having that damned lump in 
my throat.” 

We visited another hospital 
where soldiers were being treated 
for combat fatigue. They’d been 
picked up by the medics, bless ’em, 
from foxholes. In World War I 
they'd have been described as 
shell-shocked, They‘don’t use that 
term now. In this war it’s com- 
fat fatigue. Comrades had been 
shot down all around them. Their 
positions had been blasted by 
ground and air artillery. Some 
were deaf, temporarily. The nerves 
of all had been sorely tried. It 
was customary to knock them out 
with drugs, for perhaps 48 hours. 

In this particular tent, one of 
many on both sides of a lane, the 
soldiers were sleeping or sitting 
languidly on edges of bunks, star- 
ing at the floor. The slight noise 
of our entrance startled them. 
They plainly were jittery. At loud- 
er noises, we were told, some 
would go digging in the ground 
with their hands.

WE DIDN’T stay In that tent 
more than 45 minutes, but the re- 
sults were amazing. In no time 
groups were around each of the 
ball players. There was the in- 
evitable contingent from Brook- 
lyn—we found them everywhere. 
It was amazing to see the new 
light of interest in the faces of the 
soldiers. And when we left, 
through the flap in the tent, we 
could hear them still chattering 
about the Dodgers and the Phil- 
lies, the Gaints, the Reds, the Sen- 
ators and the Browns, Yes, base- 
ball is a magic thing. 

There was a lighter side, of 
course. We arrived at Verviers 
late one evening, in our orderly 
withdrawal from Eupen, undoubt- 
edly merely to shorten our lines, 
and it was well past the break- 
fast hour the next day when Leon- 
ard and I journeyed from our bil- 
lets to the mess hall building. In- 
quiries indicated there was slight 
chance of getting any food before 
noon, but Leonard knew better. 
We made our way toward the 
kitchen and while a scowling ser- 
geant stopped us there, we weren't 
out, because he held us only mo- 
mentarily. 


“T’m Dutch Leonard of the 
Washington Senators,” my wise 
companion began, and the Ser- 
geant’s scowl retreated, 


“A ball player,” he exclaimed. 


“Yes, and we're hungry,” Dutch 
went on. “We got in late last 
night and we over-slept this morn- 
ing and we haven’t had break- 
fast.” 

“Hey, you,” hey-youed the Ser- 
geant. “Put on some _ coffee. 
Here’s Dutch Leonard, fellows. 
How’d you like some toast? And 
here’s some fresh dry cereal that 
came in yesterday. Try it. Hey, 
get out that marmalade. Sorry 
we ain’t got no eggs.” 

And there, at an off-hour, all 
because Dutch Leonard was a 
major league baseball player, we 
had as good a breakfast as you 


could have spread for you any- 
where, 


It was the same everywhere, At 
Namur a Special Service officer 
escorted us hopefully to a hotel 
where officers roomed and messed. 
He didn’t know whether there'd 
be room for wus. But Major 
Charles Baron, in charge, found 
room for us. His Man Friday was 
Alfred, head-waiter. Before we 
left Namur we had Alfred on the 
hip. We could eat at any hour 
of the day, with special service 
from Alfred, who took great de- 
light in our broken French, not to 
mention cigarettes for “him and 
sweetmeats for his children, 


We hoped when we joined the 
Third Army that we'd have the 
pleasure of meeting Gen. Pat- 
ton. We did, with the extra thrill 
thrown in of seeing Patton along 
with General Bradley. We were 
told that the generals and their 
staffs would like to see the world 
series movies, And did we relish 
that command performance, 
though by that time we had seen 
that movie so many times that 
nausea long since had set in. 

After the picture, Generals Pat- 
ton and Bradley chatted with us 
and signed our short snorters, 

“Gentlemen,” said Gen. Patton, 
all too soorm, “I’m sorry, but I 
must retire now. I have to get 
some rest. I’ve got a lot of kill- 
ing to do in the morning.” 

And it wasn’t long after that 
evening that the news dispatches, 
in Stars and Stripes, began to tell 
of a diminishing in the Germans’ 
Belgian bulge. Patton wasn’t 
fooling. 


USUALLY ATTENDANCE at 
our baseball shows ran from 200 to 
2000, but we gave one “perform- 
ance” for a group of only 45 men 
and we won't forget that show. It 
was “presented” in a straw-floored 
barn on German soil about two 
miles from a riyer. Five men 
from each of nine companies 
guarding that stretch of the river 


were pulled from their foxholes 
and marched back for the base 
ball show. There was no electric- 
ity there, of course, and we didn't 
carry a generator, so we had to 
dispense with the movie part of 


our program. But the soldiers,’ 


some standing, some byron in 
the straw, formed a semi-circle 
and we went through our regular 
routine. When we finished, the 
boys started asking questions and 
that went on until the officer in 
charge of the detail] interrupted 
with the statement that the men 
were due back at the front. So 
they threw their carbines back on 
their shoulders, swung into line 
and marched off, back to their 
river bank foxholes. And as they 
disappeared behind the blasted 
farm house, we could hear them 
talking baseball. 

“Isn't that something,” said 
Frisch.

HINGS are not always 

what they seem at bridge. The 

bid of four no-trump, for ex- 
ample, is only one trick higher 
than a game contract at that de- 
nomination, yet the difference is 
far greater than that one trick. 
Let me explain—

The contract was not greatly 
out of line, but when the trumps 
failed to brenk, declarer needed 
both the spade and the heart fi- 
nesse (the latter, to get rid of a 
diamond from dummy) and since 
he was not that lucky, defeat was 
inevitable, 

South had no right whatsoever 
to reach for a siam after North 
had passed originally. True, 
“South’s four no-trump was not 
conventional, since the partners 
had agreed to dispense with any 
such convention, but merely as a 
straight raise of no-trump it was 
outrageously optimistic. The best 
proof of this statement is to cover 
up any one of the aces in the 
South hand. In other words, sup- 
pose the opening bid had been 
made on this holding:

Now, despite the two no-trump 
response from North, South would 
have serious doubt about the pros 
pect of a mere game! The addi- 
tion of the diamond ace, then, 
surely could not do more than in- 
sure the game—it scarcely could 
put the hand within the slam 
range.
